THE ECONOMY- OF THE FRENCH.

Mr. Joseph Medill, ex-mayor of Chicago,
writiog from Paris to the Tribue of the former
city, speaks of the economy of the French. He
saya :

But that in which the Freoch more particn-
larly excei, is economy. Compared with these
Freoch people, the Americans are wasteful,
improvident and extravagaot. It seems to me
they live on just sbout ope-half what the
Awmericans do. They bave a koack, so to
speak, of making a little go a great way, and
of extracting subsistence or comfort from things
Americans would throw away or never ootice.

It may be iostructive to point out a few of
the matters to which reference is here made.
Io the first place, not an vuoce of food is wast-
ed io harvesting or preparing for market. In
the pext place, oot an ounce more of vegeta-
bles, fl:sh, fish, or fow!, groceries or liquids,
thauo is really peeded, ever goes into the pot or
kettle, or i3 placed on the table. The wife of
cxery Freoeh fawily knows to a nicety what
quantity of each kiod of food is the least that
will suffice to make a comtortable meal, and
not a particle more than that is cooked or serv-
ed. There are 0o slop-buckets full of broken
victnals left oo the table after breakfast or
dioaer, to be thrown on the street or manure
heap, or flung to the dogs or swine, as iv Am-
erica.  No pieces of broad, or meat, or vegeta-
oles are throwo away; such quaotities are not
bought a3 to become stale or spoiled<n the cel.
lar or paofry. Servants are pever permitted
to waste or steal food for poor relations, as in
Awmerica. The lady of the house looks after
the marketing, her kiichen, anod her pantry
with sharp eyes and unfligging care.

The economy in the consumptiou of fuel for
oooking and huuse waiming is immense as com-
pared with that io our wasteful eountry. Ouge
reason, of course, is that wood and coal in
Frauoce are scarce and dear. They cost at least
double the price paid therefor in the United
States; but the domestic consumption is pot
ooe quarter as much, Paris cootains between
four and five times the population of Chicago,
but I ficd that the fuel consumed in it is less
thao io Chicago. It is true that the climate is
much warmer for six months of the year in
Puris than in Chicago; but, after making the
due allowance for that, it still remainstru- that
only one-third to two-fifths as much fuel iseon-
sumed per capita in Paris as in Chicago; and,
as far as my observation and inquiries extend,
Jtll‘m same proportion holds good throughoat ali
‘rauce,
